Administrative Grade. Posts have been upgraded accordingly, but have not yet been 
operated at the higher level; j 

(2) Grade-I and Grade-II hitherto existing in the Indian Economic Service were 
merged into a single grade and designated as Grade-I, as per the recommendation of 
the Central Pay Commission. Similarly, a Non-Functional Selection Grade in the scale of 
Rs.14,300-400-18300 was also introduced into the Indian Economic Service; 

(3) Of the total posts at the Junior Administrative Grade, 30% of senior duty posts, 
i.e., posts in Grade-El and above will be in the Non-Functional Selection Grade 
(Rs.14,300-400-18300), with designations being Additional Adviser or Director or 
Additional Commissioner or Joint Adviser; 

(4) The designation of various posts in individual Ministries or Departments is to be , 
notified by the Ministry or Department concerned depending upon the organisational j 
structure and nature of the work in the respective Ministry or Department. In some 
Ministries, the subscript economic or statistical may be prefixed with advisory 
designation depending on the nature of work in the organisation/' 

Explanatory Memorandum | 

The Indian Economic Service was constituted on 1.11.61 and the Indian 
Economic Service Rules, 1961 were also notified on the same date. Rule 5 sub-rule (2) of 
the said rules provide for the authorised strength of the service to be fixed by the 
Controlling Authority from time to time with the concurrence of the Ministry of Finance 
in accordance with the provisions of these rules. In the Cadre Review and restructuring 
of the IES approved by the Controlling Authority and thereafter, by the Government on 
the 6 th September, 2000, the authorised strength of the service in various grades has 
been revised. The amendment is proposed to give effect to the revised sanctioned j 
strength in various grades and their distribution over different Ministries/Departments. 
Since the revised strength was approved on the 6 th September, 2000, the retrospective 
amendment has become necessary to give effect to the revised strength w.e.f. the date it 
was approved by the Government. The retrospective amendment, however, will not 
have the effect of adversely affecting any existing members of the Service.
